Sewer 
Costs 


The cost of cleaning up the 
Merrimack River and main- 
taining a regional pollution 
abatement facility for the stream 
is getting closer to Andover tax- 
payers. 

The selectmen Monday night 
were apprised of a hearing on in- 
dustrial charges for the sewer 
plant, held Wednesday night, by 
Robert McQuade, director of the 
department of public works and 
Andover representative to the 
regional commission. 

The $69 million dollar sewage 
treatment plant to be built in 
North Andover will be financed 
by federal and state funds with 
local communities picking up a 
balance of about ten per cent of 
the cost. 

The Andover share of construc- 
tion costs will be about $624,000, 
McQuade said. 

Industrial sewer users will 
have to pay for use of the lines, 
according to federal En- 
vironmental Protection Act 
guidelines. This is the matter 
which was scheduled for hearing 
before the regional board in 
Lawrence Wednesday night. 

For Andover the guideline 
would provide industries paying

Sprinkler 
Project At 
Bancroft 


Work on the installation of a 
sprinkler system for the Ban- 
croft School is underway. 

The project was approved at 
the annual town meeting and is 
aimed at improving the in- 
surance position of the town, as 
well as the safety factor of the 
building. 

The work is being performed 
by the High Point Sprinkler Co., 
of Maine, the low bidder on the 
project at $37,708. 

The work has been moving 
along slowly, but is due for com- 
pletion by the end of August, ac- 
cording to Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin. 

The building, which is primari- 
ly of wood construction, has cost 
the town additional insurance 
premiums. It was felt that the in- 
Stallation of the sprinkler, would 
not only provide the building with 
an additional safety factor, but 
reduce the insurance costs as 
well, the savings meeting the an- 
nual premiums over a period of 
time. 

When the building was con- 
Structed, there had been 
assurances that sprinklers were 
not necessary, but insurance 
firms apparently felt otherwise.

But as vociferous as the 
proponents of a control program 
were, so too, were conser- 
vationists who decried the use of 
chemicals to control the mos- 
quito problem. 

The project which was finally 
approved permitted residents 
and groups, such as AVIS and the 
Conservation Commission to 
prohibit spraying of their proper- 
ty. 
It is anticipated that the mos- 
quito problem may again be an 
issue at the October town 
meeting. It is expected that 
possibly funds may be sought to 
continue the project and include 
a larvaciding program in the spr- 
ing. Larvaciding could not be 
done this spring due to weather 
conditions.

abcut 30 per cent of the $624,000 
construction costs, the 
remainder to be picked up by the 
taxpayers in the town. 

Industry will also be appor- 
tioned the costs of the annual 
maintenance of the abatement 
plant, estimated to cost Andover 
$125,000 in the initial year. 
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The balance of the annual costs 
of operation of the plant, will be 
subject to a decision of the 
selectmen in the near future 

The board must decide whether 
the total costs should be levied 
against all taxpayers in the com- 
munity, or only those using sewer 
facilities 

This decision will rest with 
local authorities. The industrial 
assessment must be agreed upon 
by the regional commission ac- 
cording to federal standards and 
approved by the EPA. 

As for local property owners, 
those who are connected to the 
sewer line or have sewer line 
facilities available to them, must 
bear the cost of annual 
maintenance of the plant. 

Whether they will be assessed 
for such use separately or all the 
town’s taxpayers contribute to 
the cost is something which the 
selectmen must determine.

Deputy Chief Walter Winward 
called for a second alarm at 9:37 
p.m., summoning assistance 
from all off-duty Andover 
firefighters and bringing a 
Tewksbury fire company to the 
scene. 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton, 
who is heading the investigation 
reported Wednesday that the 
fires of Monday and Tuesday 
nights appear to have started 
from the curing process of the 
foam. Spontaneous heat rises to a 
point of ignition in the foam 
blocks. It is a chemical process 
which is becoming contaminated 
in the procedure, the chief said, 
adding that he had conferred 
with chemists at the plant 
Wednesday morning and the 
problem appeared on its way to 
remedy. 

The damage to the building 
was confined to smoke and 
water. The cement block struc- 
ture is sprinklered throughout. 

Monday night fire crews were 
called to the scene at 10:41 p.m. 


Clams from polluted waters 
have a ridge on the inside edge of 
the shell.

cipally by Mrs. Elizabeth Lynch 
of Vine Street asked the 
selectmen over a year ago for 


some relief from the mosquito 
problem. She was joined by many 
who asked the town for relief in 
view of the health dangers, citing 
the number of bites inflicted 
upon children in the community 
during the summer months. 

Also, many dogs had been in- 
fected with heart worm, a dis- 
ease fatal to canines and carried 
by the mosquito. 

Contention was that residents 
could not use their back yards 
during the summer months 
because of the over abundance of 
mosquitoes. 

But as vociferous as the 
proponents of a control program 
were, so too, were conser- 
vationists who decried the use of 
chemicals to control the mos- 
quito problem. 

The project which was finally 
approved permitted residents 
and groups, such as AVIS and the 
Conservation Commission to 
prohibit spraying of their proper- 
ty 


It is anticipated that the mos- 
quito problem may again be an 
issue at the October town 
meeting. It is expected that 
possibly funds may be sought to 
continue the project and include 
a larvaciding program in the spr- 
ing. Larvaciding could not be 
done this spring due to weather 
conditions.

about 30 per cent of the $624,000 
construction costs, the 
remainder to be picked up by the 
taxpayers in the town. 

Industry will also be appor- 
tioned the costs of the annual 
maintenance of the abatement 
plant, estimated to cost Andover 
$125,000 in the initial year. 
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The balance of the annual costs 
of operation of the plant, will be 
subject to a decision of the 
selectmen in the near future. 

The board must decide whether 
the total costs should be levied 
against all taxpayers in the com- 
munity, or only those using sewer 
facilities. 

This decision will rest with 
local authorities. The industrial 
assessment must be agreed upon 
by the regional commission ac- 
cording to federal standards and 
approved by the EPA. 

As for local property owners, 
those who are connected to the 
sewer line or have sewer line 
facilities available to them, must 
bear the cost of annual 
maintenance of the plant. 

Whether they will be assessed 
for such use separately or all the 
town’s taxpayers contribute to 
the cost is something which the 
selectmen must determine.

The Conservation Commission 
of the Town of Andover an- 
nounces that its secretary, Mrs. 
Edith Cady, will have office 
hours once a month to answer 
questions and _ receive 
applications under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, popularly known 
as the Hatch Act. 

The Conservation office, 
located on the first floor of the 
town hall in the former police 
station, will be open the first 
Wednesday of every month from 
8 a.m. to 12 and 1 p.m. to 4:30. 
Telephone inquiries will be 
received on that day only at 475- 
5864. 

The Wetlands Protection Act 
(General Laws Chapter 131, Sec- 
tion 40) requires that any person, 
including private parties and 
governmental agencies, must file 
written notice of intent before 
any removing, filling, dredging 
or altering may be undertaken on 
“any bank’’, beach, dune, flat, 
marsh, meadow or swamp 
bordering on the ocean or on any 
existing creek, river, stream, 
pond or lake or any land under 
said waters or any land subject to 
tidal action, coastal storm 
flowage or flooding.’’ Any 
periodically wet land would be 
subject to the provisions of the 
act. 


The Conservation commission 
is required to hold public 
hearings on any such project 
within 21 days of receipt of 
notice, and can issue orders ap- 
proving, disapproving or ap- 
proving with conditions. These 
orders are subject to review by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

Further information regarding 
these procedures and application 
blanks will be available in the 
Conservation Commission office 
on the first Wednesday of every 
month.

Smokey Bear has been taking 
his lumps along with many other 
popular symbols these days. 

Smokey, of course, is in the 
timber production business. His 
friends see a stand of trees as so 
much standing lumber. On the 
short term, a searing fire is not 
conducive to maximum lumber 
production. 

But, in recent years, many U.S. 
Forest Service employees have 
been wondering about Smokey’s 
value. The question is: Since 
forests evolved through 
thousands of years in which 
forest fires burned quite regular- 
ly without a fire fighting 
organization to suppress them, 
isn’t the forest fire a normal 
phase in the life of a forest? 

The dispute over the value ver- 
sus destruction in forest fires 
centers largely upon wilderness 
areas in the West. There is no 
question but what forest fires are 
destructive in regions that are. 
settled. Human lives and proper- 
ty are threatened under those cir- 
cumstances. 

The most damaging lump to 
Smokey Bear came in a recent 
U.S. Forest Service brochure en- 
titled ‘‘The Natural Role of 


. Fire.’’ It was produced by a fac- 


news conference is Arian, three. 


tion within the Service which 
questions immediate suppression 
of some fires in wilderness 
areas. Among its comments 
were: 

“Historically, fire in the forest 
has been viewed as an enemy. 
But now we know it is a natural 
agent whose force has created 
and maintained much of the 
vegetative uniqueness of the 
northern Rocky Mountains. Fire 
is neither all good nor all bad. It 
is natural and it is powerful. In 
the proper places, in the right 
hands, at the right times, and un- 
der adequate surveillance, fire 
can be an asset and an ally. To 
view fire as a useful friend is 
much more logical than confron- 
ting it as an enemy.” 

Actually, the foresters who 
favor fire are questioning the 
over-alert suppression of fire. 
For one thing, fire suppression 
permits a build-up of deadwood 
and duff on the forest floor. 
Under these circumstances, any 
fire which does break out - - and 
an occasional fire ‘seems in- 
evitable - - becomes a hot, 
blistering fire that does exten- 
sive damage. 

It must be emphasized that 
nowhere in this report appears a 
suggestion that one be careless

Beetles never turn over a 
new leaf. They eat it. Then 
your trees. Shrubs, Vegetables. 
Fruits. Flowers. And_ still 
they’re hungry. That’s because 
these beetles are grubs, the 
larvae of the beetles, and 
while they are growing up, 
like all youngsters, they eat 
more. 


They feed on every kind 
of plant, from root to fruit 
and seed. They eat stored 
food, woods, fabrics, furs, 
books, and countless other 
things, including even mu- 
seum specimens and beetle 
collections. 

Most grubs are softbodied, 
and some, such as the wire- 
worms, are wormlike, They 
have hard heads and strong 
jaws and are usually very 
active. They are more fierce 
and greedy than the adults. 
They resemble caterpillars, but 
they don’t have the stubby 
prolegs that support the ab- 
domen of caterpillars. Most 
of them are hairless. 


Since insects are the most 
numerous of all the earth’s 
creatures, the beetles are the 
numerical world champions, 
And if they all seem to be in 
your garden or lawn or home 
at the same time, then use an 
insecticide containing a chem- 
ical called diazinon that not 
only kills white grubs of Jap- 
anese beetles, European and 
Southern chafer, but over 120 
other known garden. insects. 
Called Spectracide, the in- 
secticide is a nonpersistent, 
broad-spectrum bug killer.

Basic breakdown of Andover’s 
31.99 square miles, or 20,480, 
acres, shows that 49 per cent of 
the acreage is classed residen- 
tial, 30 per cent for recreation 
and open space, seven per cent 
industrial, five per cent in- 
stitutuional, one per cent 
business and seven per cent for 
transportation use. 

The 1972 figures show that 48 
acres of residential land are oc- 
cupied by apartments and there 
were 1,595 residential acres 
committed to development. 

The largest portion of 
developed or developable proper- 
ty lies in single residence C dis- 
tricts, with 1,953 acres developed 
and an additional 2,980 acres 
available. 

In the residential B district, 
there were 1,403 acres developed 
and 1,316 developable and 
residential A, 800 acres 
developed and 8 developable. 

In the business portion of the 


! survey, the planners found 68 


acres of business land developed, 
with seven acres developable. 
There were 47 acres in shopping 
center category and 11 acres of 
developable property in office 
park classification. 

Andover’s total industrial land 
is composed of 212 acres 
developed and 1,170 acres 
remaining developable.

Transportation land is broken 
down to 865 acres of town or 
private roads, 300 acres of in- 
terstate highways and 90 acres of 
railroad property. 

Andover’s population in- 
creased 2.3 per cent from 1971 to 
1972, according to the statistics 
with 560 new residents bringing 
the town total to 24,641. 

The public school enrollment of 
6,345 in 1972 was broken down to 
405 in kindergarten, 1,361 in 
grades one through six, 1,077 in 
grades seven and eight, 1,901 
grades nine to 12 and 1,601 un- 
graded students. 

There were 7,400 dwelling units 
in the community, an increase of 
228. Of this total, 5,407 were 
single family homes, the 1,993 
multi-family units representing 
27 per cent of the total number of 
residence units in the town.

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“Progress in Electronics’’ is 
the theme of four new postage 
stamps issued by the U.S. Postal 
Service on July 10. 

The stamps commemorate 
electronic pioneers Guglielmo 
Marconi and Lee deF rest, tran- 
sistors and printed curcuit 
boards, as well as radio and 
television equipment. For many 
people at Western Electric, these 
subjects are a reminder of equip- 
ment made by the company in 
days gone by and also of products 
made for the Bell System today. 

For example, the 8-cent stamp 
for first class mail shows a 
printed circuit board containing 
several dozen transistors. 
Invented in 1947 by Bell 
Laboratories’ scientists Walter 
Brattain, John Bardeen and 
William Shockley, the transistor 
was developed and its manufac- 
ture made economically feasible 
by Western Electric engineers. 

The impact of this invention 
has been far-ranging. Pocket- 
sized radios, color TV’s, com- 
puters, hearing aids, pacemakers 
and other electronic marvels are 
now an accepted part of our way 
of life because of the transistor. 
Without the technology made 
possible by the transistor, space 
voyages to the moon - and beyond 
- would have been impossible. 

So great is this impact that the 
three Bell Labs’ scientists who 
invented the transistor 25 years 
ago later received Nobel Prizes 
in physics for their work. And 
Western Electric, the first com- 
pany to produce the new device, 
continues to make millions of 
them for the Bell System every 
year. 

DeForest Audion 

The 1l-cent airmail stamp 
commemorates the audion in- 
vented by Lee deForest. 

In 1899, fresh out of Yale witha 
Ph.D., deForest started work for 
Western Electric at its plant on 
Clinton Street in Chicago. 
DeForest’s major interest was in 
developing wireless radio com- 
munication. So, after about a 
year, he left the company to 
devote full time to that field. But 
he hadn’t forgotten Western 
Electric. 

In 1912, deForest approached 
WE engineer Frank B. Jewett 
with a little device he had in- 
vented: the ‘‘audion.”’ Jewett 
was impressed by the audion’s 
potential for amplifying elec- 
trical signals. After long discus- 
sion, he and deForest agreed to 
let Bell System engineers test 
and develop his invention. (In 
1925, Jewett became first presi- 
dent of the newly formed Bell 
Laboratories. ) 

To increase the audion’s ef- 
ficiency, the tube’s circuits were 
redesigned. And, since the tube 
gave weak output because of a 
relatively low vacuum, WE 
engineers found the vacuum 
pump they needed and proceeded 
to develop a high vacuum tube. In 
the spring of 1913, the Bell 
System purchased, the audion 
from deForest. 

By late 1914, vacuum tube 
repeaters were working 
successfully on phone lines 
between New York and Denver. 
Next they proved themselves in 
tests between New York and San 
Francisco. On Sept. 29, 1915, Bell 
System engineers used vacuum 
tube repeaters to transmit the 
human voice between Arlington, 
Va., and Honolulu. Less than a 
month later, they electrified the 
world by transmitting from 
Arlington to the Eiffel Tower in

DeForest was delighted by the 
use made of his invention. In a 
paper delivered to the Franklin 
Institute, he said: ‘‘The 
developments by the engineering 
staff of the Western Electric 
Company of the audion amplifier 
as a telephone repeater, since my 
first demonstration to them of its 
possibilities in that field, are 
beyond all praise. The zeal and 
rare understanding of the 
elements of the problem with 
which this staff of trained men 
developed the amplifier and 
applied it to the long-sought 
trans-continental telephone line 
stand unique in the annals of 
brilliant achievement in elec- 
trical engineering.” 

Today, Western Electric con- 
tinues to manufacture millions of 
high-quality vacuum tubes for 
telephone central offices and 


_long distance facilites throughout 


the Bell System. 

The 15-cent stamp for inter- 
national surface mail depicts an 
early microphone, a goosenecked 
speaker and a vacuum tube, 
together with a TV camera tube. 
Western Electric made the car- 
bon microphone used as a model 
for the stamp. 

Because of its commitment to 
the growing telephone needs of 
the Bell System, Western Elec- 
tric has been out of broadcast 
equipment manufacturing since

1950. But, early in this century, 
Western Electric made a wide 
variety of electrical equipment - 
including microphones. Original- 
ly developed for public address 
systems, the carbon microphone 
was ready and waiting for radio 
broadcasting when that industry 
was born. 

The Western Electric-made 
Model 600-A carbon microphone 
used as a model for the 15-cent 
“Progress in Electronics’’ stamp 
was first used for network news 
reporting in 1926. It is now on dis- 
play in the Hall of News Repor- 
ting at the Smithsonian 
Institution’s National Museum of 
History and Technology in 
Washington. 

The 6-cent stamp in this series, 
intended for postcards, shows 
Guglielmo Marconi’s spark coil 
and spark gap, which enabled 
him to send radio signals across 
the Atlantic Ocean in 1901.

Computerized Camping

My younger friends consider 
me ancient history simply 
because I remember being able 
to climb Mount Katahdin without 
getting a permit in advance. 

It’s terrible to be considered 
doddering for merely admitting 
that I have gone camping in 
national parks without register- 
ing first by computer - - indeed, 
without registering ahead at all. 

I carefully hide the fact that 
when I was a child I used to go 
camping out West with my 
parents, and many a time we’d 
drive into one of those beautiful 
national forest campgrounds, 
nestled between the mountains 
on an icy trout stream (ah, those 
fresh fish breakfasts! ), and we’d 
be the only people in the entire 
camping area. 

Many of the _ finest 
campgrounds in the West were 
built in the Depression by the 
CCC - - Civilian Conservation 
Corps, for those of you who now 
realize I am practically a wheel 
chair candidate. Before camping 
became so popular, those 
campgrounds were glorious es- 
capes from civilization. 

Now they’re more frequently 
Times Square in the Woods. 

And we have come to com- 
puterized camping reservations, 
parking tickets for violating 
restricted-use areas in the White 
Mountains National Forest, and 
in Vermont opposition to federal 
plans to include the Long Trail in 
a national system of hiking trails, 
for fear the accompanying 
publicity would make it 
necessary to post traffic cops on 
the trail. 

If all the hikers in the White 
Mountains last year had been 
eyenly distributed oyer the trails, 
all summer, ‘there ‘would have 
been someone every 73 yards, ac- 
cording to Audubon magazine.

It’s sad to lose the spontaneity 
of deciding on the spur of the mo- 
ment to pack a knapsack and 
head for the hills. However, hav- 
ing loved the mountains from an 
early age (the Dark Ages, my 
children say), I prefer having the 
mountains regulated rather than 
having them destroyed. 

Alpine areas are extremely 
fragile. The winters are long and 
cold, the winds are high, and the 
water supply is low. Plants hug 
the ground for protection, and 
they grow very, very slowly. An 
ancient and venerable tree may 


be only a few feet tall, shaped ; 
into Bonzai beauty by the wind. — 


Above the tree line are the 
fragile mountain flowers which 
bloom briefly, then leave their 
seeds to make the mountain spec- 
tacular next summer. 

The very beauty that six 
million American backpackers 
want to see must be protected 
from twelve million American 
feet. 

The only alternative I know of 
to regulation by reservations and 
advance planning is regulation by 
economics - - pricing camping 
and hiking so high that only a 
“‘suitable’’ number of people 
could afford to go camping. This 
is an unacceptable solution: the

young, the old, and the poor cer- 
tainly need the escape into beau- 
ty just as much as the middle- 
aged and affluent. 

There are other partial 
solutions, also: More trails, 
more hut systems where people 
can hike without carrying in their 
entire camping gear, more (and 
smaller and less cramped) 
campgrounds, and more educa- 
tion on how to protect the moun- 
tains from pollution, litter, ero- 
sion, and trampling. 

But no matter what we do, 
computerized camping is 
probably with us to stay.

Pitcher-Plant 
Bogs 
Dangerous 


A Georgia bog can be 
dangerous to an insect’s health. 

Particularly if it is a pitcher- 
plant bog. 


There is, of course, no shortage 
of insects in south-central 
Georgia where pitcher-plants 
really thrive. Pitcher-plants can- 
not trap all insects, which is a 
good thing since insects - with 
possible rare exceptions - are 
among the most beneficial 
beasts. 

One of the more spectacular 
pitcher-plant bogs thrives on the 
drainage from a sandhill 
pinewoods near Doerun, Ga. Tom 
Barber of Moultrie recently took 
a group from the Georgia 
Botanical Society to the bog. 
Barber not only is the bog plant 
expert of the botanical society 
but also an executive of the 
Georgia Conservancy. . 

Although the estimate of 
acreage becomes complicated by 
the fact that the bog is a narrow 
fringe strung along the base of 
slopes, perhaps 50 acres of the 
bog support pitcher-plant 
colonies. 

The most spectacular pitcher- 
plant is the : yellow’ trumpet. In 
spring, the yellow trumpet turns 
bogs into golden glory. The first 
impression is of daffodils that 
have grown unbelievably prolific. 
And then one notices that the en- 
tire plant, insect-trapping tubes 
as well as flower, is bright 
yellow. The Doerun yellow 
trumpets had reached 14 to 18 in- 
ches high and many had two to 
three inches of insects trapped in 
the bottom of the tubes, with 
summer yet a few weeks away. 

In some areas of the Southeast,

yellow trumpets in a good year 
may. approach four feet high. 
There are no equivalents to 
yellow trumpets among the 
pitcher-plants north of Virginia. 

In the same Doerun bog were 
two other pitcher-plants, the 
hooded pitcher-plant and the 
parrot pitcher-plant. The hooded 
pitcher-plant has greenish tubes 
and looks similar to northern 
pitcher-plants, except its 
somewhat more developed cap. 
The parrot is a small pitcher 
whose tubes lie horizontally, 
almost concealed within the 
sphagnum moss. 

Pitcher-plants grow in low 
nitrogen soils, but apparently 
require more nitrogen than the 
habitat can provide. Thus their 
leaves have evolved into tubes 
and they exude into these tubes a 
liquid which dissolves trapped in- 
sects. From the insect bodies 
they receive the enrichment that 
the soil lacks. 

While pitcher-plants are the 
most showy of ‘‘meat-eating”’ 
plants, they seldom grow alone. 
With them are other plants which 
have evolved mechanisms for 
trapping insects. 

At Doerun there are seven 
other meat-eaters. These include 
four sundews which grow in two 
forms: one has spatulate leaves 
like spoons which close upon in- 
sects trapped by sticky liquid on 
their “hairy” leaves; the other 
unrolls from a coil much like a 
fern fiddlehead. There are two 
butterworts which have leaves 
lying flat upon the ground but 
whose rolled edges give the 
leaves a triangular appearance, 
and the bladderwort which has 
small bladders underwater that 
trap swimming insects and even 
tiny fish.

Down the Years 


THE TOWNSMAN, AUGUST 2, 1973 


A check of an issue of the TOWNSMAN of a year ago, 
reveals that Andover has made considerable progress on 
a knotty problem in the months that have passed. 


A year ago this week the selectmen decided on their 
selection of the Woburn street location for a sanitary 
landfill site and it was estimated that initiation of a 
refuse pickup program to go along with the new landfill 
operation would cost $200,000. 


As we know by now, the Woburn street location was 
rejected three times, as the majority of the voters at 
town meeting ordered town officials to have refuse pick- 
ed up and disposed of out of town. 


The $200,000 refuse pickup estimate has been revised 
upwards to $300,000 for the overall trash and garbage 
pickup and recycling program. 


The new service has been in operation a month now and 
seems to be moving along well, although encountering 
normal problems encumbent upon any new venture. 

As time passes, we assume such things as route ad- 
justments will provide more orderly pickup service. 

Too, the problem of the numbers of red bags to be pick- 
ed up by the contractor might become a little flexible. 

We can foresee the eventual wisdom of the contractor 
picking up seven or eight bags at one stop where 


The Intersection 


We agree with the residents of High Street who have 
expressed concern over the increasing traffic at the in- 
tersection of Haverhill and High Streets. 


Growth in that area has been what could be considered : 


abnormal in recent years. 

An apartment complex on one corner, construction of a 
new YMCA facility to the rear of this, building of a 
professional office building underway on another corner 
and construction of several single family dwelling units 
in another area, all have changed the once quiet complex- 
ion of the area. 

Residents have expressed concern not only about the 
safety of the intersection, but speeding on High Street as 
well. 

The speeding problem would seem to be one which 
could be curbed quite easily.. It has been turned over to 
the police department which generally, and with 
despatch, cures such matters rapidly through more 
patrolling and spot checks. A few speeders facing court 
action generally results in the word getting around quick- 
ly that High Street is no speedway. 

But, as for safety improvements, the intersection is in- 
deed, worthy of study. 

A blinking light there now is a warning, often unheed- 
ed. 

Haverhill Street has been a busy thoroughfare for 
years, and the increased activity can only produce more 
problems. 

It would seem appropriate that the area be examined 
carefully and recommendations of consultants explored 
quickly in view of the continuing rapid development. 

It is considered a dangerous intersection at present. 
The hazards can only amplify if corrective action is not 
taken now. 


Commendable 


We join with the selectmen in publicly commending the 
committee in charge of the annual Fourth of July 
program. 

Headed by Chairman William Martin, the committee 
once again provided an “‘old-fashioned’’ holiday program 
complete with events for all ages. 

The annual program, begun a few years ago through 
the efforts of the Andover Service Club, has continually 
grown in popularity, and with it increased work to 
provide adequate entertainment for all attending. 

The committee members will be asked to continue 
their work for the program next year and for the 

bicentennial in 1976. 

Based on past performance, Andover can look forward

The chairman of the House- 
Senate education committee is 
planning a wide-ranging effort to 
come up with a 1974 legislative 
package to solve a number of 
school problems. 

State Sen. Walter J. Boverini, a 
Lynn Democrat, will head a 21- 
member commission which will 
research at least nine 
educational areas ranging from 
racial imbalance to curriculum 
reform. 

Educators, an economist and a 
leader of the Legislature’s Black 
Caucus will all be represented on 
the committee, says Sen. 
Boverini, along with his 
colleagues from both Houses. 

“This will be a tremendously 
hard-working group,’’ he 
predicts, ’’and not just a bunch of 
names. We’ll work during the 
recess to come up with legisla- 
tion affecting all facets of 
Massachusetts education.”’ 

The committee will be funded 

by $50,000 in state money. And it 
has $780,000 in federal cash 
available to help finance volun- 
tary cooperation between big- 
city and suburban school 
systems. 
“ “Say someone in the big-city 
school wants to take an advanced 
math course and there are empty 
seats in a suburban classroom, or 
say someone in a suburban school 
wants to take a vocational course 
taught in a big-city school,” Sen. 
Boverini offers as examples of 
where closer ties between com- 
munities could pay off to 
everyone’s advantage. Bonus 
payments for such cooperation, 
it’s hoped, will encourage school 
systems to see how they can 
work together to avoid duplica- 
tion of effort. 

Resource-sharing is just one 
item on the group’s slate. 
Another, potentially dynamic 
one, is the problem of racial im-

Caucus comes in, as Sen. 
Boverini and other legislative 
leaders try to come up with a 
voluntary plan which would 
eliminate the need for a court 
desegregation order. 

Another form of inequality 
about which Sen. Boverini is con- 
cerned is finances. Per-pupil 
school spending in Massachusetts 
ranges from $1,000 to $600 a year. 

Now, the state pays 40 percent 
of school cost. Eventually, the 
education committee head 
predicts, it will take over all 
educational financing regardless 
of what courts decide about a 
local district’s right to spend 
more on its schools if it so 
desires. 

“There will be many problems 
- of equal teachers’ salaries, and 
of arbitration,’ says the former 
high school teacher and ad- 
ministrator, ‘‘but equalization of 
costs is the only way we'll fully 
get equal educational oppor- 
tunity.”

There’s a feeling 
among state officials, says the 
Senator, that schools ‘‘should pay 
more attention to basics.”

Elderly 
Aided By 
Amendment 


The new social security 
package which was recently sign- 
ed into law by President Nixon 
contains a provision authored by 
Congressman Paul Cronin (R- 
Mass) which will restore social 
services to the Nation’s aged, 
blind and disabled. 


In addition to Congressman 
Cronin’s amendment, the legisla- 
tion will increase Social Security 
benefits by 5.6 percent by mid- 
1974. 


Cronin explained his 
amendment: ‘‘This legislation 
corrects an injustice to our aged, 
blind and disabled citizens by 
changing the requirement that 90 
per cent of social service funds 
be spent solely on cash recipients 
of welfare while only 10 per cent 
was earmarked for programs to 
help former or potential 
recipients. This procedure 
prevented many individuals in 
need from receiving the very ser- 
vices they require to live in- 
dependent and full lives. In many 
cases, they were forced onto the 
welfare rolls. This system simply 
had to be changed.” 


The Massachusetts Republican 
continued: ‘All of our senior 
citizens may now take full advan- 
tage of necessary and vital social 
services which will permit them 
to conduct their lives with the 
dignity they deserve.”

They shouldn’t be exposed to 
heat from an outdoor grill, or suf- 
fer excess tramping above their 
roots or be wired for clotheslines 
and out-door lights, according to 
Robert A. Bartlett. 

A portable grill or a fixed 
barbecue placed too close to a 
lawn tree can cause damage. 
Heat may scorch branches. 
Nearby evergreens have been 
killed by barbecue heat in a 
single season. 

Clotheslines and wire strung to 
a tree can in time girdle and 
damage trunk and limb. Hot out- 
door lights placed too close to 
foliage can cause burning. 

Disposing of barbecue waste is 
also important. If burned near a 
tree this too may cause heat 
scorch and injury. 

Excess tramping around an 
outdoor grill can so compact a 
lawn that the grass will die back. 
And if this tramping area is 
beneath a tree, that too may suf- 
fer. 

Continual tramping beneath a 
lawn tree, whether near a 
barbecue or not, packs the earth 
around the roots, cuts off needed 
air in the soil and contributes to 
runoff of rainfall. 

Excess tramping, and this can 
be caused by playful feet of 
children, is especially injurious 
to shallow-rooted trees such as 
dogwood, maple, beech, and 
yellow poplar. If a path must be 
made near a tree, placing of 
flagstones in the root area is ad- 
vised. Rainfall will seep into the 

soil around the stones.
